President-elect Harrison is here. 
president-elect arrived at the national capital 
as he did, history has no record of it. Theone 
object seemed to be to avoid any contact with 
a contaminating throng, though there was not 
fnuch danger of the party being overwhelmed, 
as hardly more than a thousand people congre- 
gated atthe Pennsylvania station to witness 
his arrival. The majority of these belonged 
to the advance guard of visitors to the inaa- 
guration. But even these were not given an 
opportunity to welcome the new arrival, for 
the train Was taken to the Maryland avenue 
yard, where the party took carriages for the 
Arlington. There was no demonstration ex- 
cept that made by 
A SCORE OF BOOTBLACKS, 

who holloed: 

“That's him; he’s the president now.’ 

He stepped off the train carrying the hand- 
satchel presented by the Commercial Travel- 
ers’ association, and after assisting Mrs. Harri- 
pon and baby McKee to aliglft, he started for 
the line of carriages, which were in waiting. 
As he did so, he dropped his valise and stum- 
bled over it, and as he stooped to pick it up 
Mrs. Harrison remarked something about it 
being an ill omen, at which 

THE GENERAL LAUGHED HEARTILY. 

Chairman Britton then bundled the presi- 
dent-elect and his wife and baby into a car- 
riage, and the other members of the party en- 
tered their vehicles, and were driven away. 
President Cleveland had sent his own private 
carriage to the depot, it being his intention to 
extend every courtesy within his power to his 
successor, but General Harrison was in such a 
rush that he got into the wrong carriage. The 
procession started along in the rear of the gov- 
ernment buildings, passed by the Washington 
monument into the white lot in rear of the 
white house and on to the Arlington, where 
several hundred persons blocked the sidewalk 
eager to catch a sight of him. Wheu he dis- 
embarked the ‘crowd cheered, and the gen- 
eral’s 

JADED AND TIRED COUNTENANCE, 
lighted up with an air of satisfaction as he 
bowed his thanks. He wore achinchillaover- 
coat, a broad brimmed semi-military hat, with 
his coat loosely buttoned, and a wine-colored 
mufller carelessly entwined about his neck. 
He looked more like a typical farmer than 
statesman. During the remainder of the day 
and evening the politicians thronged about the 
lobbies of the Arlington, but few made any 
effort to get inside the sacred precincts of the 
Johnson annex, where the presidential party 
is installed. It was 4 noticeable feature that 
the republican senators took no interest in the 
slightest degree in General Harrison’s arrival. 

A BREACH OF IVTIQUETTE. 

The city is astounded tonight at the terrible 
breach of etiquette of which General Harrison 
has been guilty. it has been an unwritten 
law that immediately upon the arrival of a 
president elect, he should call upon the presi- 
dent before seeing any one else. This call is 
usually returned during the same day. Gene- 
ral Hlarrison has not been. near the white 
house today, and has emphasized his break- 
ing of the custom by holding a reception tonight 
at the Arlington hotel. Whether intentional 
or through ignorance, Harrison’s conduct is 
severelyjcriticised. Ky ery one is also amazed 
at the icy coldness of his reception generally. 
There has not been a very large crowd at the 
hotel at all this evening, not a rocket has been 
fired, not a note of music heard, and not a sign 
of popular welcome given. The _ coldness 
aboutthe Arlington is only rivalled by that

ALONG THE ROUTE. 


General Harrison's Ride to Washington— 
Incidents of the Trip, 

ALTOONA, Pa., February 26.—From Pitts- 
burg to Altoona the first division on the Penn- 
sylvania road, the trip was made without inci- 
dent by the presidential train, save that thirty 
minutes of lost time was made up. Superin- 
tendent Pitcairn, of this division of the road, 
was well represented by officers of the train. 
On engine 54, which hauled the cars up the 
westegn slope of the Alleghenies, was Alex- 
ander Vitcairn, Conductor John Pitcairn, 
while the superintendent’s personal represen- 
tative was Ed Pitcairn. 

On this division another precaution 
taken to provide against delays or accidents. 
An extra engine folloWed the official train, in 
order to be on hand should No. 54 become dis- 
abled. 

There was no demonstration of any kind at 
Pittsburg, the only persons in the trafn shed 
being railroad employes and a few belated or 
early passengers who chanced to be in or about 
the station. 

At Jeannette, the young Windsor of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, it had been expected by the 
enterprising manager that an exhibition of gas 
wells would be made, but no stop could be 
permitted. Seven months ago there was no 
house on the site of what is now a bustling, 
thriving little city. 

The faint gray streaks of dawn met the eyes 
of early risers on the train as they dashed over 
the summit at the beautiful park of Cresson, 
and then there was an awakening by a major- 
ity of those aboardin order te witness the 
beauties of 

THE FAMOUS HORSESHOE BEND 
between there and Altoona, which were great- 
ly enjoyed, especially by those who for the 
first time gazed upon them. , 

At Pittsburg a telegram was received froma 
committee of the Pennsylvania legislature, 
appointed to ask the president-elect to visit 
the hall of the house of representatives while 
in Harrisburg, in order that members of the 
general assembly might pay their respects to 
the coming head of the republic. 

All the way up and down the mountain side 
into Altoona there was a race between the two 
sections of the train, in which, as stated, the 
pecond or official section recorded a gain of 
thirty minutes of time lost west of Pittsburg. 
It was a glorious run, and in the bracing air of 
the high altitudes, it was thoroughly enjoyed 
by those who were awake. 

A change of ergines and crews for he mid- 
dle division was made just before Altoona was 
reached, in order to save time at the station. 
Superintendent McClellan came aboard with 
Conductor Long, while engine 1,103, with 
Engineer Jones in charge, was at the front. 
The train ran slowly through the vards, not at 
any time stopping. It left here at 6:35 a. m. 

A LITTLE DELAY. 

The time gained in the run to Altoona vards 
partially lost by the delay occasioned in rem. 
edying a misfit of couplers joining the first two 
ears of the train, and the presidential section 
of No. 20 pulled slowly through and out of the 
station at Altoona at 7:15, thirty-five minutes 
‘behind schedule time. ‘Just enough to make 
a nice run,” remarked Conductor Long.

Fortanately, no whistles were blown, for had 
all the power in that direction been mani- 
fested, it would have been sufficient to wake 
much sounder sleepers than those aboara the 
car of the president-elect. 

RUSSELL AN EARLY RISER. 
tusself Harrison, the last of the genera)’s 
party to retire, was the first to make his ap- 
pearance, justafterleaving Altoona. He said, 
when informed of the request of the Penusy!- 
vania legislature, that the schedule arranged 
for the train would not permit of any such stop 


at Harrisburg as the resolution contemplated. — 


At Bellwood, seven miles east of Altoona, a 
company of men with a large tlag stood along- 
side of the track, and at Tyrone Junction, 
where a branch leads off to the coal mines of 
the Clearfield region and at Tyrone Forges 
there were crowds of people and flazs displayed. 
The hotel at Birmingham was decorated with 
bunting atall the windows and where a lawn 
will be next summer stood a gathering of the 
employes of works located there. 

Huntingdon’s streets were lined with wen 
and women and atsmalier places and farm- 
houses along the way the train was greeted by 
small knots of interested gazers. 

THE FAMILY AT BREAKFAST. 

At nine o'clock the day had fairly begun in 
car 120, and General Harrison and immediate 
family sat down to breakfast, whence they 
viewed the gatherings of people at Mt. Union, 
Lewistown Junction, Miffiin, Newport, Dun- 
cannon and Marysville as they sped along 
toward Harrisburg. 

The party in the press car took breakfast as 
the train ran its way along the banks of 
biue Juniata, the beautifgl seenery adding 
much to the delights of the meal. The table 
was adorned by a handsome bouquet of roses, 
which came with the compliments of Mrs. 
Superintendent McClellan’s prom- 
ise that the train should reach Harrisburg on 
time was redeemed, the cars roliing into the 
depot promptiy at 10:30, in the presence of a 
preat assemblage of people wlio were kept out- 
side the gates. 

Just as the train was pulling out of Harris- 
burg, a gentieman handed up to Russell Har- 
rison a beautiful floral basket of marechal 
Neil aud la France roses, with sprays of frisia 
and bunches of carnation pinks and hyacinths. 

THE LITTLE PHOTOGRAPHER. 

As the train Jeft behind it the venerable city 
where General Harrison’s grandfather was 
nominated for the presidency, the general, 
Mrs. Harrison and members of the family re- 
mained out upon the platform some little time. 
The train was moving slow when a bright 
faced boy, wearing a knit cap with a tassel and 
‘arrying a small photographer’s outfit ran be- 
side the train and called out to the general 
that the train would stop shortly and he 
wanted to take his picture. The general nod- 
ded his approval and watched the zealous lad 
with interest as he kept pace with the moving 
train. Opening the door the general called 
Russell and his wife and Mrs. McKee and Mrs, 
Lord to come out with him and Mrs. Harrison 
and have their photographs taken. Of course 
they all complied, while nurses held Benjamin 
and Mary McKee up at the window, Russell’s 
baby Marthena, being in the other car at the 
time. Finally the train stopped at Bridgeport 
just across the river, and the young amateur 
hastily adjusted his tripod and waving his 
hand for them to prepare, he uncovered the 
lens fora moment and then politely dotfed his 
cap. 

The train moved up a little and so did the 
boy, and, coming closer, 

HE SECURED A SECOND PICTURE. 

The general inquired his name, and he said 
that it was Hugh Beaver, and one of the 
crowd of boys called out that he was ason of 
Governor Beaver’s, whereupon Russell Harri- 
son opened the gate and assisted the little 
fellow up the steps, and the general shook his 
hand and told him to give his regards to his 
father, the governor. 

As the train moved off Mrs. McKee request- 
ed the young artist to send her one of the 
photographs, and he promised to do so, ‘‘pro- 
vided,”’ said he, ‘I have secured a good pic- 
ture.”’ 

These were the only photographs of the 
general secured since his departure. 

From Harrisburg to Baltimore the ride was 
over the Northern Central rallroad, and the 
‘rain pulled oat of Pennsylvania’s capitol city 
aut 11 o'clock attached to engine No. 17 in con- 
tro] of George Rule. J. C.-Hammiall was con- 
ductor, and Trainmaster S. O. Mill had general 
supervision of the train asa representative of 
superintendent Kapp. On the way down to 
Washington the train ran ahead of a new 
special put on for the inauguration business, 
and therefore had no trouble in keeping 
strictly up to schedule time. 

At New Cumberland, Goldsboro, Mt. Wolf 
and York Haven, scenes common to all towns 
of like size along the route from = Indianapolis 
were repeated and the train passed York on 
time at 11:28, 

Arrivalin Washington. 

WASHINGTON, February 26.—At 2:30 p. m. 
the train bearing President-elect Harrison and 
his party drew upon the track alongside the 
freight house, Ninth street and Maryland 
avenue, at which point the executive commit- 
tee of the inaugural committee was in waiting 
with carriages for the travelers. The train 
was run to this point in order to escape a crowd 
that had gathered at the Sixth street station, 
and the ruse was successful, albeit several) 
hundred shrewd curiosity hunters were drawn 
to the spot by the appearance of the carriages. 
With as little delay as might be, General Har- 
risop and party were seated, and then 
driven rapidly to the Arlington hotel. 
where they at once sought the privacy of their 
apartments. Others on the train were sent to 
their several destinations in the city, after 
good-byes had been said and the trip of presi- 
dent-elect Harrison to the capitol was at an 
end. It had been accomplished without a 
single mishap and with great comfort. 

ELUDING THE CROWD. 

In anticipation of General Harrison’s arrival, 
a crowd of several hundred persons assembled 
in the waiting rooms of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road station to eatch a glimpse of che presi- 
dent-elect. The crowd inéluded a number of 
ladies. As the time at which Generai Harri- 
son’s train was due drew near the crowd was 
augmented by quite a number of loungers who 
strung along from the lower end of 
the railroad yards down the 
tracks. A squad of police kept them inside 
the yard and maintained a clear passage Way 
for the president’s train. About half-past 2 
o'clock word was given bv the railroad men 
that the president had alighted down at Mary- 
land avenue and the crowd slowly dispersed, 
some laughing at the way in which thev had 
been eluded, while others took their disap- 
pointment more keenly. A few persons were 
indisposed to leave, however, thinking it 
might be a ruse to get them away before the 
president-elect’s arrival, and it Was not. ur:til 
the train slowed into the station and it fas 
seen that its Occupants had flown that the sta- 
tion resumed its normal appearance.

GETS ON HIS LONG EARS AND HOWLS. 
He Makes a Witter Attack on Speaker Car- 


lisie and Representatives Crisp and 
Tarner, of Georgia. 


Wasnincron, Febraary 26.—[{Special.J— 
This was Georgia’s day in the house, and a 
The people of Georgia have 
just cause to feel proud of their two distin- 
guished representatives, Messrs. Crisp and 
Turger. They covered themselves with glory, 
aud completely squelched that bloody-shirt 
flaunter from Ohio, Bob Kennedy. 

The scene was the most sensational] one that 
has been enacted at this session of congress. 
It was the day that fool Bob Kennedy, the 
successor of ex-Speaker Keifer, will never for- 
get. Kennedy took advantage of the Indian 
appropriation bill to reply to Judge Crisp’s 
recent speech in the Smalls-Elliott case. He 
delivered himself of one of the most insolent, 

COWARMLY AND UNTRUTHFUL SPEECHES 
that was ever heard upon the floor of the house. 
It was as full of misstatements as it was of 
venom and hatred toward the southern people 
and the democratic party. He showed utter 
disregard to truth, fact and history that, before 
the day was over, had characterized him as 
one of the grandest and most conspicuous liars 
of the present age. It was a vilification of 
Mr. Crisp, Mr. Turner and Speaker Carlisle. 
Ilis entire reference was to the way the elec- 
tion committee had disposed of contested cases, 
and the reiteration of his recent statement 
that Speaker Carlisle had appointed Mr. Crisp 
chairman of the election committee because 
he knew more about suppressing votes than 
any other man in congress. He said both 
Judge Crisp and Mr. Turner had been 

ELECTED BY FRAUD AND INFAMY, 
and that was the reason the two men had held 
the chairmanship of the election committee 
for the last three congresses.~ He then re- 
ferred to Speaker Carlisle’s visit to Old Point 
Comfort last winter, which,-he intimated, was 
taken for the purpose of sobering up. 

When the bitter Ohioan had finished, Judge 
Crisp replied; and the way in which he pun- 
ished his antagonist it would be almost im- 
possible to portray. Judge Crisp’s speech was 
in parliamentary and diplomatic language, but 
he proved Kennedy’s statements to be abso- 
lutely untrue, and in parliamentary language 
denounced him as a willful and deliherate 
liar. Judge Crisp delivered his speech with 
his characteristic coolness, but it was, never- 
theless, 

A SEVERE EXCORIATION OF THE OHIOAN,. 
He showed up Kennedy’s villainy and dis- 
honesty effectually, and showed how he had 
fraudulently beld. when president of the Ohio 
state senate, that 17 was a majority of 36, 
and thereby unseated four democratic sen- 
ators. Kennedy writhed and wriggled in his 
seat during Crisp’s speech, but did not even 
make a motion to reply.

MR. TURNER TOOK THE FLOOR, 
and in fifteen minutes made one of the best 
speeches of his life. He said that 
he had had his attention called to 
Kennedy’s speech by a little page in 
the house, and that the speech was so full of 
inisrepresentations of facts and malicious mis- 
statements that it had aciually astonished the 
little boy, and to this attributed the reason why 
the boy had called his ajtention to the case. 
Mr. Turner's remarks were very forcible and 
every word he uttered struck 
THE CENTER OF THE TARGET. 

He hit sledgehammer blows and his speech 
will have the effect of wiping Kennedy 
out of political existence. Mr. Turner asserted 
that not a man on. the floor of the house could 
accuse him ot unfairness during his term as 
chairman of the election committee. He 
asked that any man whothought so should 
get up and make the statement. 
At this point Mr. Romeis, of Ohio, 
a republican, who was sitting immediately in 
the rear of Kennedy, arose and in a clear and 
distinct voice announced that he was a living 
witness tothe honesty and fairness of Mr. 
Turner. Ifa bombshell had exploded under 
Kennedy’s chair at that moment, he could not 
have been more seriously damaged. It 

SQUELCHED HIM COMPLETELY 
and he actnally hid his head irmshame from 
the gaze of his colleagues. The entire house 
applauded when Mr. Romeis made his state- 
ment, and the applause continued for some 
minutes. Kennedy became an object of pity, 
even by the members of his own party. He 
did not know it was loaded, and he was sorry 
that he had pulled the trigger. No man was 
ever put to shame so completely as the con- 
temptible Ohioan. Everybody recognized 
that he had received his _—just 
deserts and many republicans 
congratulated both Judge Crisp and Mr. 
Turner upon their remarks. Every one in the 
house was of the same opinion, that Kennedy 
had received what he was justly entitled to.

He then quoted General Rosser’'s dec’aration that 
asonthern gentlemen could wldip a yankee every 
time, and suggested that at the point of the bayonet 
and end of the sabree and in three hundred battle- 
fields the north bad punched that idea out of the 
south.

He congratulated 
the country #hat the other side of the chamber 
would be tra@from the dictations to which it had 
beén subjeeret—a dictation which had been humil- 
iating, not only tothe house. but to the entire land, 

Mr, Crisp’s Reply. 

Mr. Crisp said that before hé would charac- 
terize the gentieman’s remarks asthey deserved to 
be characterized, he would expose to the house and 
to the country their deliberate and wilful inaccuras 
cies. The charge had been made by the gentleman 
in a speech delivered in July last—a charge that he 
could not evade by prating about his loyalty. No 
assault had been made upon that; no intimation 
hed been made that the gentleman was not a true 
and loyal soldier;and it was entirely out of place 
for the gentleman, when charged with deliberate 
inaccuracies, tosay that he was a soldier in the 
army of the union. The gentleman hed 
charged that the committee on _ elections 
had been appointed by the speaker, 
This he (Mr. Crisp) had denied, and he 
now quoted from the Record to show that the com- 
mittee bad been elected by tbe house. The only 
charge he had made against the gentleman from 
Ohio was a charge of ignorance, and he left to the 
house if he had not submitted proof sufficient to 
conviet the gentleman before uny jury on God's 
earth. The gentleman from his remarks today 
seemed tobe willingto fly from the position otf 
ignorance and assume 

THAT OF MALICIOUS DEFAMATION, 
Ile (Mr. Crisp) said that with a full knowledge of 
the meaning of words—the nialicious defamation of 
the speaker of the house—a gentleman who had no 
controversy with the gentleman from Ohio—a 
gentleman who stood before. the house and the 
eountry as an honorable and: high toned man. 
The sgentleman from Ohio had come in here 
and made astatement in direct contravention of 
the record, so that he might say malicious things of 
a wan who occupied a high position in the demo- 
eratie party—things which he had absolutely tailed 
tosustain. The gentleman had cited the case of 
Thobe vs. Carlisie. In justice tothe committee on 
electicns‘and in justice to Mr. Carlisle, he would 
say that the committee had framed the docket for 
trial of these casesand that that docket 
HAD MET THE APPROVAL 
of every republican member of the committce, The 
gentleman had criticised his small vote in Georgia, 
and he called attention tothe fact that there had 
been no opposition. The objectof the gentleman, 
in referring to his district, seemed to be to justify 
the republican party in some outrageous conduct, 
which was to come in the future. He would not 
follow the gentleman into a criticism of his war 
record. There was nothing in his (Crisp's) record 
that he was ash imed of, nor had he any regrets to 
express.

But toilay the 
gentleman had dragged him into the controversy 
without excuse aud without provocation, and it was 
his duty biiefly toreply. In the career which had 
been afforded him in congress, he bad never inten- 
tionaliy said one word caiculated to stir or inflame 
sectional resentment.

While the gentleman from Ohio had been deliv- 
ering today sianders upon him (Turner), he could 
have placed his hand upon one of his own col- 
leagues who was a living monument to the fairness 
of the democratic house of representatives.

THE CASE AGAINST PARNELL FAILS’ 


Great Sensation in the Parnell Commission 
Over the Flight of Pigott—The His- 
tory of the Forger. 


Lonpon, February 26.—[Special.]—Parnell 
commission resumed its sitting this morning. 
After the opening of court, Sir Charles Rus 
sell arose and stated that on Saturday, Rich- 
ard Pigo-t went to the residence offMr. Henry 
Labouchere, and in the presence of 
Mr. George <Augustus Sala, signed 
a confession, stating that the 
letters upon which the Times based its charges 
against Irish members of the house of com- 
mons were forgeries. 

Sir Charles Russell applied for a warraut for 
the arrest of Pigott. 

Presiding Justice Hannen said the warrant 
would be ready in an hour. 

Attorney General Webster, for the Timos, 
said no other witness was ready and that they 
would have to consider what course to pursue. 
He would also have to decide whether or not 
he would resume any part of the cases. 

PIGOTT DOES NOT ANSWER. 

When Pigott wascalled to again take the stand, 
he did notappear. After the court had waited for 
some time, counsel for the Times stated to the 
judges that Pigott had left the hotel at which he 
was stopping at 11 o'clock last night and that 
counsel were ignorant of his whereabouts, 

This statement caused a sensation in the court 
room, The court took arecess for half an hour, at 
expiration of which time, if Pigott does not appear, 
his papers at the hotel will probably be seized. 

Attorney General Webster said that yesterda 
morning Mr. Shannon, the Dublin solicitor, who is 
assisting the Times, received a letter from Pigott, 
and he would call Mr. Shannon to prove it. 

Mr. Charles Russell said he regretted that he had 
not heard of the letter earlier. He desired to put in 
evidence a letter from Ezan to Labouchere. 

Attorney General Webster objected to the intro~ 
duciion of the letter. 

Sir Charles Russell said that owing to the attor- 
ney general’s objectton be woulé not read the letter, 
but as the letter, with other documents, bore upon 
Pigott’s disappearance, he claimed thatin theins 
terest ofjustice he should make a statement. 

Presiding Justice Hannen said that evidence must 
be called in support of the statement, 

Sir Charles acquiesced in the decision. He added 
that the letter and the documents showed the 
means by which he had 

FIXE1) UPON PIGOTT AS A FORGER, 

Pigott confessed to Mr. Lewis, Parnell’s solicitor, 
that he was a forger. 

Labouchere and Parnell, who was present when 
this confession was made, would corroborate this 
statement. On Safurday, Pigott, without invita- 
tion, called upon Labouchere.and stated that he 
desired to make a confession. Labouchere declined 
to listen to him unless witnesses were present; 
whereupon George Augustus Sala was summoned 
and Pigott made the confession referred to at open- 
ing of court today. 

Sir Charles Kussell also said that whatever course 
was adopted by Attorney General Webster, he 
should pursue his own course and insist that the 
whole matter be thoroughly investigated, because 
it was deliberately charged that behind Pigott and 
Houston there had been a foul conspiracy. 

SEIZING PIGOTT’S MAIL, 

He asked the court to impound the documents 
which arrived at Anderson’s addressed to Pigott, in 
the care of Houston. Sir Charles added that Pigott 
hed made his escape, assisted by a body guard con- 
sisting of an Irish constable and two Scotland Yard 
detectives. 

Pigott, in his confession to Labouchere, on Satur- 
day, said that be forged all the letters secured by 
the Times which purported to have been written by 
Messrs. Egan, Parnell, Davitt and O’Keliy. He 
also-admitted that he had beeu guilty of perjury in 
his evidence given before the commission. 

Mr. Sonmes, solicitor for the Times, emphatically 
denies doing anything, directly or indirectly, to 
assist Pigott to make his escape, 

The magistrate sitting in Bow street police court, 
at the instance of Parnell and Lewis, this afternoon 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Pigott on the 
charges of perjusy and forgery. 

Labouchere, Sir Charles said had received a letter 
from Egan in July 1888, in consequence of which, a 
number of document: were handed to Laboucher ¢ 
Sir Charics asked permission to call witness to 
testify to information which the court ought to 
have, Russell further said that Pigott, in the 
presence of George Augustus Sala, signed a 
confession thatthe documents he had produced 
were forgeries, and 

THAT HE WAS THE FORGER. 
his confession was sent to Lewis, who yesterday 
returned it to Pigott, saying that Parnell refused to 
have anything to do with him. 

Shannon was then called asa witness. 
testified: 

‘Tl saw Pigott before his cross-examination, and 
at Pigott's request, Thursday, Saturday and Sunday. 
Pigott asked to see Soames, who, however, was too 
busy. Pigott wrote a leiterin my presence, which 
I refused to take. Itold him, if. he believed the 
facis were rightly set forth in the better, to send it to 
me. On Monday I received a ietter and prepared 
an affidavit which Pigott swore to before a commis- 
sioner.’’ 

WEBSTER HAS A LETTER FROM PIGOTT. 

Attorney-General Webster then read a let- 
ter written by Pigott at Anderson’s hotel Sun- 


day. In this letter Pigott says: 

1 informed Labouchere on Saturday that I forged 
allthe lettersI gaveto the Times. This is not so. 
{Laughter.} I got first eleven letters from Case 
at the Hotel du Monde, in Paris. I knew him well. 
“Murphy” was a fictitious name. Casey had ledg- 
ings, where I saw the letters in a bag 
that Byrne had left there. Casey 
had them three months before I could 
induce him to sell them. I paid him three-fourths 
of £:00: These letters | believe to be genuine. 
The second batch comprised two Parnell letters and 
one Egan letter. 1 forged the bodies of the Parnell 
letters and Casey forged the signatures. Casey 
gave me Egan’s letter, which | do not doubt 
is genuine. The last batch comprised three 
letters. Davitt’s and O’ Kelly's, which were similarly 
forged. Evzan’sietters were genuine. N> Egan let- 
ter that I gave the Times or Houston is forged. My 
evidence about Eugene Davis ig correct. When 
making the statement to Labouchere I was afraid 
of prosecution tor forgery. Labouchere promised 
methatl would not be prosecuted if I made the 
statement. He also said that, although he would 
not give me £2,000, he :pledged his word of honor 
thd? the Parneilites would give my children £2,000, 
and he promised to see it expended for 
their benefit. This is the truth regardin 
the letters sofaras lam connected with them. + 
ask you to intercede in my behalf with the Times, 
I feel that I have treated the Times very badly. 
Having stated the truth and made a confession 
which brands me before the world as a forger, I ask 
the Times to deal with me leniently. I have been 
in difficulties and great distress for the last twenty 
years, and to support myself and family, I have 
been guilty of many acts which must disgrace me.” 

The attorney general produced Pigott’s affidavit, 
stating that the contents of the letter were true. 

THE CASE SUMMED UP. 

Presiding Justice Hannen here said: ‘We seem 
to have arrived at this point—Pigott states he 
forged four letters, two of which are ascribed to 
Parnell, one to Davitt and one to O’Kelly.”’ 

Shannon, tinder cross-examination, said that he 
nevergave Pigott a farthing. Pigotton Monday 
was perplexed because Soames had not sent him 
money. Pigott had only £5 and his hotel bill was 
not paid. 3 

Houston testified that Pigott had not taken his 
luggage with him, He produced the letters left for 
Pigott at Anderson's, but they contained nothing of 
importance. He produced a letter Pigott had ad- 
dressed to him Saturday, asking for a balance of £33 
pounds which Pigott said he had been often prom- 
ised, 

Pigott in the letter said that he was told that he 
would be prosecuted for perjury,and he wauted 
money to seud to bis poor children. 

SOAMES TELLS HIS STORY. 

Soames was called and produced the letters Pigott 
had written to him. la one letter, dated Novomber,

He saw 
Walter constantly, and did not doubt that le had 
mentroned toh.m tbat Pigott was the soures of the 
letters. Witness did not know what arrangeinents 
bad been made to watch Pigott. He sent Sergeant 
Fawcett to Anderson's hotel Thursday to see that 
no one interferred with Pigott.

MR. LEWIS TALKS, 

Mr. Lewis, of counsel for the Parnellites, then 
testified that he had subpoenaed Pigott in Septem« 
ber. Regarding Pigott’s confession, witness said 
Labouchere wrote the confession and Pigott signed 
it. Even after the con{ession witness expected that 
Pigott would be in court today. 

Attorney-General Webster here asked that an 
adjournment be taken until tomorrow, to enable 
his clients to consider their position, and 
decide as to what part of the case they should 
abandov. His clients, he said, also wished 
to ascertain whether Pigott was accessible. He 
promised to announce tomorrow the course to be 
pursued by the Times. In accordance with the 
attorney-general’s request," the commission au- 
journed.

The True Story of the Conspiracy, 

From a gentleman high in authority in the 
prosecution of the Parnell-Times case, the 
representative of the Associated Press today 
heard the true story of how the conspiracy 
against Parnell was detected, It constitutea 
one of the most romantic and extraordinary 
narratives it the history of polities. The evi- 
dence by which the conspiracy was exploded 
was sent to London from Lincoln, Nebraska, 
by Patrick Egan. Without the evidence com- 
plete in detail and invincible at every point, 
the Times would undoubtedly have won, not- 
withstanding the spuriousness' of the 
letters. Up to July of last year 
Parnell, his counsel and  coileacues 

WERE WHOLLY AT SEA. 

They surmised. conjectured, investigated 
clews and found each ofthem false. They 
Knew the letters were furged, but the forgeries 
were so adroit, the text of the l-tters, to say 
nothing of the ;e :manship was so like te 
habitual phraseo ozy of Egan and Parnell 
thatit was clear the crime had been com- 
mitted by some one having access to the cor- 
respondence of both. But although the most 
astute cetectives and tlie most ingenious of 
English solicitors were iu the case, every etfort 
to discover tiie forger pioved futile,: n 1 Parnel! 
and his confidants were, if not hopeless, at 
least depressed and disheartened. One day 
last June a young Irish-American 
priest, Rev. Maurice J. Dorney, of Chicago, 
[ll., accompanied by Rev. Herbert Dunn, of 
the same city, sent his card in to Parnell, at 
the house of cemmons, When they met, 
Father Dorney informed Parnell that he had 
a package to deliver, placed in his hands the 
night before he sailed from New York. It 
contained, he said, evidence that would 

REVEAL THE FORGERIES 
and icentify the forger of the letters printed 
in the London Times. A series of interviews 
followed, participated in by Dorney. Parnell, 
Sir Charles Russeil, Lewis and Labouchere. 
The discovery that Pigott was the forger was 
made by Egan in Lincoln, Neb., while. detec- 
tives and experts were vainly trying to find 
the clew in Great Britain. “gan writes that 
he was sorely perplexed by the forged letters, 
fac similes of which he got in the London 
Times. The signature of those attributed to 
him was remarkably good. The expressions 
and odd abbreviations peculiar to him were in 
the text. He considered as a possible forger 
each of the several men whom the Parne!llites 
suggested or suspected. But none of them 
could have had the letters from him, which 
would have made the spurious concoction 
possible. He recalled Richard Pigott, but he 
had been so long dead in politics and covered 
with accumulated shame, that Egan dis- 
missed him from his mind. He remembered 
PIGOTT HAD BEEN IN FORGERIES 
many years before, but the idea that he might 
be concerned in these seemed to be absurd. In 
scrutinizing the fac similes he finally discov- 
ered that one signed with his own name was 
written avowedly at a certain address in Parig, 
and the recollection flashed on him that Pi- 
gott was the only man to whom he had ever 
given it. Pigott@ had written to him asking 
for agonfidential address to which he might 
send information, and Egan,  conclud- 
ing to learn what was, secured 
this address, which proved the 
key to the forgeries. Egan, who is methodical 
in habit, had saved his correspodence for 
cars, Instead of keeping a letter press he 
iad been accustomed to writing on the fly 
leaf of the letter received his answer to it, 
and then copying the auswer to be sent to his 
correspondents. Thus he hadthe letter and 
answer together. He searched his volames of 
letters until he found Pigott’s. By comparing 
them with the handwriting on the forged 
letters, he saw that 
HE HAD THE FORGER. 

He submitted the letters written by Pigott to 
experts, together with the fac similes of the 
forged letters. They immediately detected 
the characteristic peculiarities which were 
confirmed under microscope. Egan had Pi- 
gott’s letters and forgeries ee and 
started for Chicago «where he placed all the 
papers pefore his friend, Alexander 
Sullivan, who is also & solicitor.

From Various Points of View. 

Yesterday we gave a summary of the re- 
ports made by the chiefs of police of our 
large cities, showing that crime is, on the 
increase. 

The attention of various prominent re- 
formers has been called to this remarkable 
exhibit, and the views of some of them can- 
not fail to interest the public. 

President Simmons, of the New York 
board of education, discredits the testimony 
of the police chieftains. He says that igno- 
rance is the cause of crime, and is confident 
that education will diminish crime and de- 
crease pauperism. 

General Fisk, the great temperance advo- 
cate, is satisfied that the increase of crime 
may be traced directly or indirectly to the 
Baloons. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott, pastor of Plymouth 
church, believes the world as a_ whole is 
growing better instead of worse. Our pres- 
ent increase of crime he attributes to the 
rapid growth of population, and especially 

‘to European immigration. 

Robert G. Ingersoll also says that the world 
There are more crimi- 
nals now, he admits, but that is because 
there are more people. Crime will increase 
when the rich are getting richer and the 
poor poorer. Poverty and injustice are the 
natural parents of crime. In cities where 
competition is the strongest, and where the 
weak are pushed to extremities, crime may 
naturally be expected. But it is not well 
to be pessimistic; itis better to be opti- 
mistic, 

‘So much for the views of the teacher, the 
prohibitionist, the preacher and the pagan. 
They differ widely, but they speak hope- 
fully. Perhaps, after all, our cities are not 
mofe wicked than those of other countries 
and other ages. 

A Little Too Significant. 

Commenting on the recent election of Mr. 
R. P. C. Wilson to congress from the fourth 
Missouri district, the St. Louis Republic de- 
clares that itis a democratic triumph of 
**no small significance’ for the reason that 
Mr. Wilson was elected on the ‘‘tariff issue 
and on that issue alone.’’ 

~The election in which Mr. Wilson was 
successful was held forthe purpose of fill- 
ing a vacancy in the fifty-first congress, 
caused by the death of Mr. James N. 
Burnes, who was a democrat and a member 
of the appropriations committee. Mr. 
Burnes had been elected to congress four 
times—in 1882 by a majority over his re- 

publican competitor of 2,754; in 1884, by a 
majority of 3,256; in 1886, by a majority of 
2,087. Last November his plurality in his 
district was 3,155. 

On Tuesday of last week, Mr. Wilson, a 
democrat, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Burnes, and he 
defeated the republican candidate by 655.

Does he not know that men have been sentall 
over the south by certain papers to trump up the 
tales of Outrage to fire the northern breast, ana thus 
keep the republican party in power? 

Does he not know that in the great state of Texas 
the law makers, Knowing the weakness of the negro 
for petty pilfering, do not puta man in the peniten. 
liary for stealing anything that is valued at less 
than $20, exceptit be a horse’ 

Can be show a State in the north that is go merci- 
ful to the erring negro, or even the white man? 

Does he not Know that there have been 
fewer collisions in the south be- 
tween the negroes and whites during 
the four years of Cleveland's administration than 
there were for any one year since the war?

After- 
watds he resisted a suit on the ground that he 
thought he was indorsing a note of the firm.

“Gentlemen of the jury, 1know Mr. Henderson 
and he’sa mighty fine man. I’ve been to his house 
and he gave mea good bed. I slid down in the 
feather bed and it covered me all 
over. When I gotup in the morning he bad the 
best breakfast leversaw. First thing before break~ 
fast he gave mec some of the best peach brandy Iever 
drank, and had some good honey togowithit. I 
went out into the lot and he had plenty of corn and 
fodder for my horse, and when his wagon went 
down to Macon he sent mea barrel of flour; but, 
gecntiemen. todder or no fodder, make him stand up 
to the rack,”’ 


The Growth of State Pride. 


Colonel Hardeman was talking lusciously 
about the Persian carpet - he had = se- 
lected for the treasurer's office in the new 
capitol, when H. W. J. Ham, the eloquent adyceate 
-of the bill for the protection of the terrapins, broke in, 

‘You talk about your Persian carpets and nigeeis 
to wait on you in that new office, but we poor tax- 
payers have to footthe bill. I'll see toit that you 
are beaten when you run for treasurer again.’’ 

The treasurer laughed and then looked serious. 

‘Tl have had more state pride inthe last the 
months than Iever had before,’’ he said. “I be- 
lieve Georgia bas brighter prospects than any state 
Lknow.

You take a boy who lives on bacon and 
corn bread and knows nothing beyond the creek he 
liyes on and he grows up hard and narrow. But let 
him mix around and he gets some ideas. The suc< 
cessofthe railroad commission and ydéung Joe 
Brown in putting down passenger fares is due to the 
fact that travel educates the people by mixing them 
up and giving them ideas beyond their own seitle- 
ments.” 

Here Colonel Hardeman came in again: 

“There is just one thing I want to do about that 
eapitol, I want that dome painted from tbe first 
floor up with pictures of the old capitols, and the 
landing of Oglethorpe at Yamacraw, and the prin- 
cipal events in Georgia history. If the press of the 
state will help me l am going todo that, if I have 
t» steal the money.”’ ° 

“Twenty years from now,’ said Mr. Ham, ‘‘there 
will be aset of ambitious young fellows in the legis- 
lature—sons of parents we never hear of now—but 
they are studying in the schools and will bave read 
of these things, When they get there it will be no 
trouble to get an appropriation to paint 
the dome. People are studying, and 
by that time they will quit sending shacknasty 
Jims to the legislature.”’ 


Living ina City. 

“Do you think girls grow prettier in the 
country thanin the city?” I asked one oft our 
most distinguished savants. ‘‘No,” he replied, “I 
think they grow prettier in the city. People can- 
not grow beautiful except through refinement.”

Still Borrowing Money. 

The farmers im Georgia are still borrowing 
money. A lawyer ‘rom Rome said a few days ago: 
“We have been very busy lately. One branch of 
our business has taken a good deal oftime. Weare 
agents for the Georgia Loan association, and within 
the last forty days we have placed $590,000 for them 
with farmers iu Floyd and Chattooga counties.” 

“What are they borrowing money for?’ 

“To pay. old debts principally, 
of these are due to foreign loan compa- 
nies and some to merchants and factors. 
They generally borrow a little more. For instance 
one man borrowed $9,000. He used $8.000 to pay an 
old debt and the other thousand for other purposes,”’ 

“What other purposes?”’ 

“It is supposed to go- into improvements. Ofthe 
$50,000 borrowed by the two counties I don’t suppose 
atenth went into improvements. The money is 
borrowed on five years time very much on the same 
plan as the foreign loans except that the interest is 
much lower, Their interest“and commissions 
amounted to tweilveto eighteen percent. The in~« 
terest, commissions and fees in this case amount to 
924 per cent.”’

THE ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Bill Passes the Senate—A Bill Passed 
Over the President's Head, 

WASHINGTON, February 26.—Inthe senate, 
on motion of Mr. Plumb, it was ordered that after 
thearmy appropriation bill is disposed of, the sen-~ 
ate shall take up and pass bills onthe calendar 
unobjected to for threo hours. 

The senate at 12:15 resumed consideration of the 
army appropriation bill. Among the additional 
amendments recommended by the appropriations 
committee and agreed toby the senate were the 
following: Striking out two items of $800 and #200, 
for completing maps and finishing surveys of the 
battlefield of Chicamanga,’ and inserting in licu of 
them an item of $2,000 for finishing the surveys and 
completing maps of the battlefields, 

Mr. Stewart offeredan amendment, which wes 
agreed to, appropriating $187,500 for the purchase of 
three pneumatic dynamite guns, 15-inch calibre, 
with the necessary machirery, ammunition and 
carriages, to be placed and mounted for use on the 
Pacific coast. 

THE ARMY BILL PASSES. 

The bill was then passed, andthe senate prox 
ceeded to the consideration of bills on the calendar 
unobjected to. and a large number were disposed of, 
principally of a local nature. Among them were 
the house bill to nay 232,675 to the heirs of John H. 
Newman, late of Mississippi. on account of captured 
cotton; house bill to extend forone year’s time for 
the redemption of school farmsin Beaufort county,

Banker.

forged check. The check was signed “Dr. W. L.

GOLDEN WORDS FOR THE COMMISSION. 


Supervising Architect Edbrooke, Pronounces the 
Work Good, and Says that the Buliding is the 
Best? in America for the Money, and is Superior 
‘to Several Which Cost Trice as Much—An Ele.

Everything has been finished up by the con- 
tractors except a very few things of sma)l im- 
portance and they were receiving their atten- 
tion. 

The contracts made with the Almini com- 
pany for additional frescoing having been 
completed and their work accepted, the 
amount due them, to-wit, $2,645, was ordered 
paid.

Supervising Architect Edbrooke was asked 
at the Kimball last night what he thought of 
the new capitol building. 

“Well, sir,’’ said he pleasantly, “I haven’t 
had much tosay during the progress of the 
work in print, but as the building is now fin- 
ished, with fhe exception of afew slight de- 
tails, I will talk a littie. 

“TIT can sineerely pronounce the work 

ood. The building is complete and is per- 
footly satisfactory tome. I am proud of it.” 

“Tiow does tlhe building compare with other 
etate capitols in the country.” 

‘I can honestly say that the new capitol of 
the state of Georgia is incomparably the best 
capitol for the a:iount of money expended in 
the United States. Itis more. Itisa better 
building than the one in my _ state--Iinis— 
which cost about two million and a half dol- 
lars. If it were possible to do so, 1 would not 
exchange it for the new capitol building 
in Texas erected at A cost of 
three million dollars, My friend 
Mr. Sullivan here, one of the contractors, con- 
siders it superior to the capitol at Hartford, 
Which is a two-milljon-dollar structure. It is 
a better building than others of far greater 
cost which might be mentioned—and, as I 
said before, it is. the best capitol in this 
country, in all respects, the cost considered.’’ 

“What was your original estimate of the 
cost ?”’ 

“‘My original estimate Was about $900,000. 
It will fali nearly $40,000 below that figure, 
and, with the additions decided upon since 
that estimate was made, will not go above it.’’ 


“That was hitiing pretty close ?’ 

“But here is the extraordinary part. The 
building has been completed considerably 
within the appropriation of one million dol- 
lars. It is extremeély rare for any public 
building, even small county courthouses, to be 

nished within the appropriation. As a rule 

t not only takes more than the original appro- 
priation to put up public buildings, but in very 
may iustances twice as much, and sometimes 
more, to finish the work, 

‘*And just here I must say that too much can- 
not be sail in favor of the Georgia capitol 
commission. The manner in which they have 
managed this work is simply beyond praise. 
The result of their labors shows the wisdoin of 
selecting them. They are pre-cminently level- 
headed and liberal men who have gone right 
on without any clashing, and it is to be seri- 
ously doubted if Georgia, among all of her 
people, could have chosen a commission which 
would have accomplished so much somodestly, 
go wisely and so well.’”’
